preliminary outline of the study. Preliminary review takes two months 
Preliminary inquiries are reviewed not only for scientific merit but 
also for fit into the Council's current multidisciplinary program. If 
the reviewers wish to encourage submission of a formal detailed 
application for full competitive consideration, then forms and • 
instructions are provided. 

Deadlines: Deadlines for submission of preliminary requests are 

August 14 and February 14 to be considered for the full application 
deadlines of November 30 and May 31 with activation the following 
July 1 or January 1. 
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
